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St. A supports letter on Law’s resigning 


Voice group eyes more change 


By Neil Fater 

Members of St. Augustine 
Church’s Voice of the Faithful affili- 
ate are encouraged by their three 
priests’ decision to sign a letter ask- 
ing Cardinal Bernard Law to resign. 
But they also plan to continue pursu- 
ing additional ways to repair damage 
caused by the sexual abuse crisis in 
the Boston Archdiocese. 

“Our Catholic Church cannot heal 
until all the infection is out of the 
wound,” said Emilie Gilbert, a VOTF 
member. 

Gilbert noted that while Christians 
normally are anticipating the joy of 
Christmas in December, Catholics 
this year are focused on new elements 
of the church scandal. 

“As bad as it is, we're at a better 
place now than we were last year 
when these things were still swept

For schools: Larger 
classes, more fees?

Students could see their class 
sizes swell while their parents 
pay more for after-school activi- 
ties if the schools are forced to 
trim $2.5 million from the pro- 
jected school budget, Superin- 
tendent Claudia Bach said last 
night. 

During a public forum at 
Andover High School, Bach 
challenged about 65 parents, 
teachers, administrators and 
town officials to try making the 
painful choices that would erase 
the high school’s $400,000 
share of the projected shortfall. 

Bach said she hoped the 
torum, the first of three sched- 
uled through mid-January,

cuts parents found most accept- 
able and let residents know how 
bad the coming budget crunch 
could be. 

“We want them to understand 
the enormity of the problem,” 
she said. 

The school system is project- 
ing a $50.1 million budget for 
2003-04, a 7-percent increase 
over this school year. But with 
the state expected to cut aid to 
communities, money alloted to 
the schools will increase less 
than 2 percent, according to a 
forecast prepared by business 
administrator Bernard A. Tuttle.

‘School parents, employees on budget defense

The potential $2.9 million 
budget deficit hanging over 
teachers’ and administrators’ 
heads and the specter of further 
cuts has been the cause of fear 
and loathing lately for many in 
the schools.

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Pastor astonished by support Some local Catholics eye more change

standing at this point.” 

“I was kind of astonished. I would say 
three-fourths of the congregation raised their 
hands,” said Ellis. “I became very emotional 

“It was definitely the right thing to do,” 
he said. “By that applause, the voice of the 
people came through loud and clear.” 

The applause lasted more than a minute, 
and sustained applause would follow at each 
Mass on Sunday when the letter was read 
by a priest. “Certainly, it was a representa- 
tive audience because no one knew that was 
going to happen,” said Dow. “It’s quite 
indicative of the people in general — at least 
those who are still going to Mass.” 


A meeting with fellow priests 

Ellis was one of three St. Augustine 
priests, along with Rev. Harry Erdlen and 
Rev. Rick Piatt, to sign the letter which 
praised Law for much of the good work he 
had done, but also “with a heavy heart” 
asked for his resignation as “a necessary step 
that must be taken if healing is to come.” 

The priests’ decision came after a week 
in which further documents were released 
showing Law’s handling of other priests 
accused of sexual misconduct. 

It also came after Ellis and Erdlen met 
with dozens of priests from the Greater 
Boston area to talk about the Promise for 
Tomorrow campaign, designed to raise 
money for a variety of church programs. 

The clergy all believed the campaign was 
for just and worthy causes, but believed the 
timing was ill-advised, given parishioners’ 
feelings surrounding the crisis. Talk soon 
turned to how stressful the priests in the 
Boston Archdiocese were finding their jobs. 

Normally, to become the pastor of a con- 


gregation is the crowning moment of a 
priest's career. But one priest, nervous about 
his health, said, “I’m ready to say, “Here are 
the keys,’ ” according to Ellis 

“Once you hear all of that, you become 
sort of energized. You just feel for these men 
who are so dedicated,” he said. “It came to, 
should we write the cardinal a letter?” 

The letter was drafted and later sent by e- 
mail to Ellis, who decided to read it to those 
attending his Saturday evening Mass. Peo- 
ple lined up after the Mass to speak with 
Ellis and he said the response was “extreme- 
ly positive and emotional.” 

“There seemed to be more (people) than 
usual that stopped and thanked him and 
showed their support for what they all rec- 
ognized was an ordeal, a difficult experience 
for him to go through,” said Dow 

“They were very grateful. [It was almost 
like their voice was being made public and 
there was gratitude that someone was speak- 
ing for them in an official capacity,” said 
Ellis. 

Even after leaving the Mass, affirming 
calls and e-mails continued. This response, 
said Ellis, was “not only unusual, | would 
say phenomenal I've never experienced 
anything like it 

Ellis said he signed the letter because he 
believes it is best for the Catholic Church, 
One of St. Augustine's teachings is that the 
common good is more important than any 
individual, he said 

“I would say the common good, being 
the people, comes before the good of the 
individual, in this case, the cardinal. We 
need to heal and see that justice is served,” 
he said. 

Ellis said he hoped the stand taken by the 
priests would encourage people who have 
become frustrated with the church to return.

Doyle. “I bet Andover has more 
(priests who signed the letter 
requesting Cardinal Law’s resigna- 
tion) than anybody. That says that 
your parishes are moving in a uni- 
fied way to bring reforms within 
the church.” 

Andover priests who signed the 
letter are Rev. Alfred Ellis, Rev. 
Harry Erdlen and Rev. Rick Piatt of 
St. Augustine, and Rev. Scott Ness 
and Rev. James Wenzel of St. 
Ambrose Friary. 

Whether the letter is the salve 
needed to soothe the scandal- 
created wounds remains to be seen, 
but the majority of St. Augustine 
parishioners have reacted positively 
to the letter. In addition, VOTF affil- 
iate members continue to laud the 
local church for its dealings with 
members, 

“Regardless of what happens, all 
of this has brought us together in a 
feeling of fellowship,” said Paul 
Dow, a member of both St. A’s pas- 
toral council and its VOTF affiliate. 

“What I hope is the future direc- 
tion will show a coming together of 
all parishioners and a more active 
interest in the works of the pastoral 
council and the works of Voice of 
the Faithful. There’s overlapping 
membership in the two groups,” he 
says. 

For his part, Ellis, the pastor 
who signed the letter, hopes his and 
his fellow Andover priests’ deci- 
sion will encourage people to 
return to the parish. The effect of

the scandal can be seen by viewing 
the collection plates. 

“It’s not a secret by any means 
that ever since this scandal broke 
the parish (was) down $40,000 in 
the offertory collection by the end 
of June,” said Ellis. 

He said he hoped people would 
now see that “we do understand.” 
He was surprised by the level of 
reaction he received after reading 
the letter at his first weekend Mass. 

“People were yearning and 
wanting to hear something, and 
they heard it,” he said. “(They 
seemed to feel as if) we finally ‘got 
it, as it were.” 

“We certainly applaud the 
efforts of our priests, and Father Al 
had been very supportive,” said 
Gilbert. . 


Next step for VOTF 

The fact that there is a VOTF 
affiliate at St. Augustine has kept 
some people involved in the parish. 


“If I wasn’t involved in Voice of 


the Faithful through this last week, 
with all these papers being 


released, I don’t think I could still 
be Catholic,” said Eileen Hespeler, 
who runs the national VOTF Web 
site. “No way.” 

“VOTE gives people an arena to 
talk about their faith and how upset 
they are,” she said. 

Hespeler said she is one of three 
Andover residents among the 
approximately 125 statewide 
VOTF members who expected to 
vote Wednesday, after Townsman 
deadline, on whether the group 
should call on Law to resign. 

VOTF members are careful to 
note that their group has never 
called for Law’s resignation before. 
But Hespeler predicted that VOTF 
members would support that deci- 
sion now (see related brief, page 
3). 

“Before, not everybody would 
have voted for it. That (recent 
change) is because of the docu- 
ments that have been released this 
last week,” she said. 

But Hespeler wants to see more 
changes than just a new cardinal. 
She wants an active pastoral coun- 
cil, peopled with a cross-section of 
parishioners, in each parish to 
advise the pastors. She sees VOTF 
continuing to help drive change 
from within the church, 

“For VOTF, we are going to be 
involved in a membership drive. 
The more people we have, the 
more the bishops will have to listen 
to us. There has to be change 
because there has been such an 
abuse of power. VOTF is going to 
facilitate that,” said Hespeler.

What can be done to improve 
the lives of Andover’s aging 
population? 

A survey proy ided by the 
Council on Aging just might 
provide the answers. The sur- 
vey’s results, to be released at the 
beginning of 2003, are expected 
to shed light on a variety of 
needs for better senior services. 
Elder Services Director Jeanne 
Madden expects a senior center 
to be a top priority. The current 
senior center, a resource for pre- 
ventative health care, nutritious 
meals and social interaction for 
Andover seniors, simply cannot 
meet the growing needs of the 
community, especially when 
10,000 residents are estimated to 
be over age 60 in the next five 
years, she said 

The survey has been widely 
distributed so far, according to 
Marlies Zammuto, chairwoman 
of the Council on Aging. It has 
been handed out at community 
meetings and events, and distrib- 
uted through Andover High 
School's newsletter and a com- 
munity canvassing. 

“Anybody really has access to 
them and we’re hoping people of 
all ages, not just seniors, docu- 
ment their opinion about these 
issues, because with any luck 
we'll all be seniors some day,”

service by not allowing the truck 
near a mail box. Another time it 
charged her neighbor. 

“It charged him, leaping for 
his back, trying to scratch him 
with his talons. It was like a little 
Jackie Chan move,” she laughs. 
That same afternoon, her son 
had to distract the turkey so she 
could get into her car. 

“He chased my six-foot five- 
inch son into the house. Then the 
turkey was outside, glaring at 
him.” she says. “He really seems 
to want to assert his authority 
and resents that we want to claim 
ownership of his houses. It was 
just hysterical, him being so 
upset that we would try to lead 
our own lives.” 

While residents find turkeys 
in their neighborhood amusing 
at first, most begin to see a 
downside quickly. Dufton 
Road’s Kelly Atwood says resi- 
dents named a block party after 
their bird. But, because someone 
began feeding it, she says, it 
became aggressive, attacking 
kids and adults at a school-bus 
stop 

“My poor daughter just start- 
ed kindergarten and she would 
have nightmares. She didn’t 
want to go on the bus,” she said. 

One day, a bird chased 
Atwood and her children around 
her house, around her Jeep and 
then back into the house. She 
was trapped until a neighbor dis- 
tracted it. “Now that he’s gone, 


she said. 

The survey asks open-ended 
questions, Zammuto said, chal- 
lenging people to fully explain 
their opinions and advice on the 
most significant issues facing 
seniors in the community. 

“I don’ have expectations. 
I'm being completely open- 
minded to this. I don’t want to 
assume anything,” she said. “I 
feel it’s really important for peo- 
ple to express what's on their 
mind without any predetermined 
answers.” 

But according to Madden, 
many will probably answer with 
complaints about the current 
senior center. 

“We can’t meet the need with 
the current space and the need is 
growing,” said Madden, adding 
that during mid-afternoon on 
Tuesday, multiple classes and 
activities filled the building to 
the max. “The space isn’t appro- 
priate for what we do,” she said. 

Some senior classes and 
meetings held by the Council on 
Aging have been moved off-site 
due to limited space, she said. 
She also cited as a problem the 
lack of space to sit or stand when 
groups load and unload buses. 

The center is regarded as a 
support network for many, said 
Madden, often becoming a 
meeting place, where people

respond to whatever comes in 
the door and to every phone 
call.” 

While a new senior center is 
needed, said Martin Epstein, a 
member of the Council on 
Aging, a new center cannot take 
care of all the needs of the com- 
munity. 

He hopes the survey will 
allow those to speak up who 
have problems with affordable 
housing, with finances in general 
or who need information about 
tax-relief programs, Meal on 
Wheels, or an illness support 
group. 

Though Andover residents 
may, on the whole, be wealthier 
than the state average, said Mad- 
den, people in Andover face the 
same issues as in any communi- 
ty. “People need access to infor- 
mation, access to health care and 
transportation,” she said. “They 
need to be able to afford their 
housing, whether you have a 
mortgage or are paying rent. 
They need access to socializa- 
tion, which is the main thing you 
can do to stay well.” 

“To stay healthy and indepen- 
dent, that’s the main function of 
the senior center,” she said.

Like others, 
Police Chief Brian Pattullo 
believes construction in Andover 
is causing wildlife to find new 
locations in town to roost. 

“The other thing we used to 
have that we don’t have anymore 
is hunting,” says Pattullo. He 
says the town has seen a growth 
in car accidents involving wild 
animals in the past few years, 
noting that three or four police 
cruisers have collided with deer. 

Pattullo advises people not to 
feed wild animals, or leave pet 
food outside.

Police Chief Brian Pattullo says this is a mistake. 
As residents of several neighborhoods in town can 
relate, once wild turkeys no longer see the need to 
avoid humans, they can become quite aggressive, rip- 
ping up lawns, pecking at little children and protect- 
ing their territory by chasing people away. 

As Theda Leonard chuckled about a turkey in her 
neighborhood: “He really seems to want to assert his 
authority and resents that we want to claim ownership 
ot his houses.” 

Translation: Want a pet bird? Get a parakeet. But 
don’t feed the turkeys. The joke gets old quickly. 

As Andover continues to grow,’chere will be fewer 
places for wild animals such as deer, turkeys, 
opossums and coyotes to live. They will bump into 
Andover residents more frequently — or be struck by 
cars. Residents should not do anything to encourage 
these animals to believe that our busiest neighbor- 
hoods — populated with children and pets who could 
be harmed — are their homes.

I have been telling my friends 
about this for the past few weeks, 
and one suggested I write this let- 
ter, as my passion and fervor for 
this has not seemed to wane. 

I am referring to the Andover 
High School’s recent production 
of Les Miserables. Having been a 
musician and lover of the per- 
forming arts all my life, I had 
seen Les Miserables on several 
occasions, on Broadway and in 
Boston. My daughter and I 
attended this performance out of 
support for the kids, and almost 
as much out of curiosity, as it is a 
difficult musical score to play 
and a large-scale, long perfor- 
mance even for professionals. 

I am writing to tell you what 
we got to see was nothing short 
of astounding. 

When Les Mis is performed 
professionally, the theater has to 
be modified extensively to sup- 
port the unique rotating turntable 
staging, and multi-level set. This 
group constructed this extensive 
staging at the high school for a 
mere four-performance run. 

Prior to seeing the production, 
I had spoken to Doug Halsted, 
the show’s producer, on how this 
rendition would differ from the 
full production. He had told me a 
few minor differences. While 
Halsted was very animated and 
excited with how strong the kids 
were in this show, I still came to 
my seat on Saturday night with 
what I felt to be the appropriate- 
ly-lowered expectations of a 
high-school attempt. 

All I can say is if this theater 
group was the football team, they 
could compete at a national level, 
and NFL scouts would have 
already contacted many of them. 
[| immediately sought out Halsted 
after the production and teased 
him about having “ringers” in 
this show. The stage presence, 
depth of character, and vocal per- 
formances were unabashedly 
professional. I have paid Broad- 
way prices in the past and not 
heard better vocal performances. 
Dale Spollett’s “Bring Him 
Home” was as good a rendition 
as I have ever heard — and this 
boy is 16! I had asked if they had 
lowered the key that Cosette’s 
part was written in, as it requires 
an operatic soprano. Halsted 
laughed and said no. I then sat 
open-mouthed as I heard Lynette 
Toomey sing this as if it had been 
* written for her. As someone said 
in the lobby, “there was nothing 
‘high school’ about this show.” 
The thunderous standing ovation 
the cast received came from an 
audience that realized they had 
witnessed something rare. | firm- 
ly believe that 20 years from now 
I will wistfully relate the story of 
having seen a now famous per- 
former as a child in a high-school 
production. My hat’s off to direc- 
tor Susan Sepich and team. 

If I may get political for a 
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moment, Andover voters who 
question the value of programs 
for music and the performing arts 
should know there is no finer 
example of tax dollars at work. 
They have helped to create an 
all-star team. 

The bad news is this produc- 
tion was for four performances 
here and is now history; the great 
news is most of these performers 
were not seniors. We are blessed 
with an amazingly rare crop of 
talented kids, some of whom I 
have no doubt people will one 
day pay handsomely to see on 
Broadway. My strong advice is 
to watch for their next production 
and take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to witness these budding 
talents. My family plans to be 
camping outside the box office.

GROUP OF SOUTH ELEMENTARY sec- 
ond-graders gather around an easel 
in art teacher Jan Chapin’s class- 
room. The students are critiquing a 
classmate’s work of art, but it isn’t a picture of 
a turkey Or a pilgrim. The students make those 
too, but the swirls of colors and lines in student 
Laura Flynn’s painting are intentionally uncon- 
trolled. The students are learning about 
abstract expressionism. 

Second-graders look at the painting and talk 
about how it was made and what they see in it. 
Chapin asks the group how Laura made it. 
“She splattered paint on a piece of paper,” 
answers one boy. Chapin asks what they see. 
One student sees a butterfly, another a star. 
Several make out faces in the blur. 

Each work is a one-of-a-kind. “Only you 
can make this,” Chapin tells the children. 


Abstract expressionism is the theme of 
South’s Art Exposition this fall. It is the third 


year South has had the expo. 

At this year’s event, there are numerous 
projects and styles lining the hall ways at 
South. One wall is lined with masks, part of a 
performance students had celebrating Carnival 
and the Day of the Dead. There are Native 
American pictograms on crumpled brown 
paper. And there are the drip paintings. 

Walking by a wall of fifth-graders’ work, 
Chapin wonders aloud if some parents might 
be confused why 10- and 11-year-olds are 
scribbling, thrusting and dripping paint on 
pieces of paper. There are students’ explana- 
tions: beneath the pictures about how they 
made the Jackson Pollock-inspired works, or — 
equally important in abstract expressionism — 
how it made them feel to create the paintings. 

“J felt like I was living free and just spat the 
paint on the paper. I didn’t have to paint any 
certain thing,” wrote fifth-grader Chris Barna- 
by. Happiness and excitement were other com- 
mon descriptions of how thrusting out with 
paint made them feel.

tory and importance behind the art style they 
are working in. Pollock, Paul Klee, Vassily 
Kandinsky and Henri 
Matisse are names the 
children are familiar 
with and they know 
what their paintings 
look like. 

But they are learn- 
ing more, says 
Chapin. “It’s problem 
solving,” she said. 
Starting with line, 
shape, color and tex- 
ture - the elements of 


art — students work their way up to symmetry, 
design and composition. 

“It’s not art for art’s sake,” said Chapin. 
Motor skills, creativity and problem-solving are 
factors at play. “Skills they’ll use in every other 
subject and every other pursuit. We constantly 
make connections about humanity,” she said. 
The school’s specialists — art, music, health and 
physical-education teachers — aren’t babysitting 
during classroom teachers’ coffee breaks, she 
says. 

But the art expo, which will remain on the 
walls for several weeks, is all about student 
accomplishment. “This is their exhibit. This is 
their moment,” said Chapin.

New instructor to teach woodworking course 


Historical Society’s open house Sunday puts spotlight on fine furniture 


ANDY SPRINGIS, of Springis Trad- 
R iors Woodworks in Amesbury, 

will teach a new hand woodworking 
course at the Andover Historical Society 
starting in early 2003. A special open house 
will be held Sunday, Dec. 15 at 2 p.m. to 
introduce Springis to potential students. 

A selection of Springis’s fine furniture 
will be on display and Springis will lead 
guests through the Blanchard House to look 
at examples of fine furniture in the Historical 
Society’s collection. 

The three-part course will introduce stu- 
dents to the basics of hand woodworking. 
The first session will cover tool sharpening 
and tuning, and basic wood joinery. The sec- 
ond session will introduce students to hand 
planes through a small project. The third ses- 
sion will cover the more intricate mortise- 
and-tenon joint through anoth- 
er project. 

Each session will run for 
four weeks; students can regis- 
ter for individual sessions. 
Classes are open to all; chil- 
dren ages 12 and older are wel- 
come to attend with an adult. 

The Historical Society has 
offered a hand woodworking 
course since the mid-1980s, 
when master carpenter John 
Ross moved his collection of 
hand tools and equipment to 
the Blanchard Barn. Ross’s

collection started 
with his father’s tool 
box and grew from 
there. For many 
years, Ross taught 
hand woodworking at 
the Old Schwamb 
Mill in Arlington. 
From there the course 
moved to the 
Peabody Essex 
Museum in Salem, 
before settling into 
the Blanchard Barn at 
the Andover Histori- 
cal Society in 1986. 
According to Ross, 
the collection is one of the largest outside 
major museums, such as Old Sturbridge Vil- 
lage, “except that you can use 
my collection.” The Blan- 
chard Barn was a natural fit, 
he said. “I stepped into that 
room and knew we were in 
the right place," says Ross. 
From 1986 until spring 
2002, Ross taught the course 
himself. After deciding to
